I have slept on 
straw on the floor and lived on bread and 
water, besides being cold and mistreated by 
reugh crowds, but the Lord always brings 
me out all right.

There are thousands of voters in Chicago, 
Hyde Park, Lake, Lake View, Cicero, and 
Jefferson who did not register last Tuesday 
for various reasons. Some thought because 
their names were on the Old registry they 
would be transferred to the new one by the 
clerks or judges. This is not the case. There 
is no old registry. That was destroyed. A 
completely new one was commenced last 
Tuesday without any aid from previous regis- 
ters. The registration which was commenced 
last Tuesday will be completed this day, 
which is the last day of registration for this 
year. Personal application is necessary in 
order to insure registration. The voter must 
be sworn as to his qualifications, such as res- 
idence in the ward, precinct, county, State, 
place of birth, and naturalization in case of 
citizens of foreign birth. No old registry 
will count. No person can swear to a voter’s 
Qualifications but the voter himself. Re- 
member this ana register thisday if you 
have not already registered. Then again 
there are thousands of voters who were out 
of town last Tuesday, or who were too busy 
to register, or who in the excitement grow- 
ing outof the car strike forgot ail about it. 
Such persons have one more chance, They 
can register today. Only this day remains. 
The polls wili be open in every precinct of 
Lake, Hyde Park, Lake View, Jefferson, 
Cicero, and Chicago from 8 a. m. to 9 p. m.

The reduc- 
tions made by the Mills bill in the tariff duties 
has caused the large brass goods manufactur- 
ing establishment of Oxley, Giddings & Enos 
to close down. Last Saturday every employé 
received a copy of this note with his pay: 

To Our Employes: On account ot the present 
dullness of trade, brought about, we believe, by 
Congress trying to reduce the tariffs and thus up- 
setting the value of goods, we deem it unwise to 
accumulate stock, and therefore our factory will 
be closed for the next two weeks. The uncer- 
tainty for the future makes this action necessary ; 
but we hope. for the sake of our employés as well 
as ourselves, that we will abie to resume 
work and run through the fall, even on reduced 
time.

READ T TO STRIKE AGAIN. 


THE MEN REPUDIATE THE WORK OF 
THEIR COMMITTEE. 


They Declare Their Intention of Compel- 
ling Another Tie-Up on the North Side 
~Kelly Will Not Be Given His Old Po- 
sition—The Mayor’s Efforts Appreciated 
by the Council—One of the Suspected 
Dynamiters Held in $5,000 Bonds. 

At midnight the North Side men assembled 
to tage action on the non-union men question. 
At the time of going to press Mayor Bolden- 
weck of Lake View and George Schilling 
bad just finished speeches urging the men 
not tostrike. The meeting was excited, the 
men denouncing the company and threaten- 
ing to repudiate the action of their commit- 
tee in accepting the terms of settlement. 
Everything at this hour points to a strike. 


CALL THEIR COMMITTEE “IDIOTS.” 


What the Old Men Say of the Compromise 
Arrangement. 

Interviews were had with not less than 

twenty-five of the ex-strikers on the North 


| Side yesterday. Two-thirds of this number 


were making regular trips, while the re- 
mainder were held on the box as extras.“ 
Every one of these men was emphatically 
in favor of another tie-up. They claim that 
their committee exceeded its authority in 
conceding the point that the new men should 
remain in the employ of Mr. Yerkes. 

Was not the committee given full power 
to act?’ asked the reporter of an old em- 
ployé. 

„Well. yes. But we didn’t suppose Yerkes 
had nearly 200 men.“ was the reply. You 
see we counted on there being about fifty of 
the ‘scabs,’ and we could have knocked that 
number out easy enough in less than two 
weeks. But here goes our fool committee 
and not only agree that 200 ‘scans’ shall re- 
main while the same or nearly the same 
number of old men have to stay out, but it 
agrees that the places made vacant by the 
new men shall be fillea with new men. Was 
there ever a committee composed of such a 
lot of idiots?” 

These sentiments were loudly applauded 
by a crowd of the old employés who had 
gathered about the speaker. 

Another one said that Mr. Yerkes had been 
too sharp for the men. While granting the 
increase in. 
wages he had struck a death blow at the 
Conductors’ and Drivers’ Association, and 
the committee was so overjoyed at getting 
the raise in wages that it entirely ovérlooked 
this vital point of filling the places of dis- 
charged new men. “In other words,“ con- 
tinued the speaker, “‘ Yerkes is bound to do 
up’ our organization. if we do not repudiate 
the action of tne committee there won’t be a 
union man on the whole North Side in three 
months. It’s got to be settled now, and it 
will pe a long, bitter fight. As for myself, if 
we go out again I shall never apply for an- 
other job on Yerkes’ lines. I believe he can 
win the fight in the long run.“ 

“T can’t think what in the world our com- 
mittee was thinking of,” said an old 
conductor, “to agree to Yerkes’ propo- 
sition on the queetion of new. men. Of 
course the committee was authorized to act, 
but it was to be supposed that it knew enough 
not to place us in a worse position than we 
were before the strike. All this talk about 
the strikers gaining the victory is pure and 
unadulterated bosh. We are the worst beat 
set of men that ever went out. Mr. Yerkes’ 
victory is simply an overwhelming one and 
we are more at his mercy than ever before.“ 

One of the committee who 
compromise Sunday was seen. He said that 
the committee had made a great mistake and 
now saw that they were completely in 
Yerkes’ hands. 

It would take Mr. Yerkes just about two 
days under the agreement,” said an old grip- 
man, to ‘knock out’ every union man on 
the North Side. Already one-third of the 
employés actively at work are non-union 
men, or will be tomorrow morning if the cars 
run. Under the agreement Yerkes is al- 
lowed to fil) the places of new men who may 
quit or be discharged with other non-union 
men. He also agrees to fill the places of old 
men who quit or get discharged with old 
men. Now don’t you see the point? Yerkes 
can discharge tomorrow every union man now 
running and fill their places with other union 


men. These he could discharge the next day, 


and who can say he has not lived up to his 
contract? Who would be left to fill the places 
of the discharged union men? Why, only 
the ‘scabs,’ of course. It’s a pretty mess 
we've made of it.“

terday by dissatisfied ex-strikers, and they

EXPECTED THEM TO STRIKE. 


Mr. Yerkes Said He Would Not Be Sur- 
prised if the Men Went Out. 

Mr. Yerkes said that he expected the men to 
strike. But,“ he added, if they do I'll fill 
all of their places with new men. I made a 
fair, square contract with them. I conceded 
much more than I at first intended to. Iam 
ready and willing to live up to my part of 
the agreement, but I have little faith that 


| they will.“ 


He further said that this morning 114 new 
men would be placed on the Clark and Wells 
street lines. Tne new men would run their 
own cars and the old men would run theirs. 
Tnere would be no mixing of the factions. 
This would make 198 new men employed and 
182 old men on the extra list. Sixteen of 
the old men in addition to the 182 now unem- 
ployed were needed for new cars. 

„Will the old men have the preference of 
any vacancies that occur?’ was asked of Mr. 
Yerkes. 

„Not necessarily,” he replied. ‘* The 
agreement was that Ishouid keep all the 
new men already employed. These places 
will be reserved for the non-union men.“ 

„Then the union men have no sort of call 
on these places whenever vacant?”’ 

“Why should they? It would simply mean 
putting a premium on terrorizing the new 
men into leaving, and that would never do.” 

Mr. Yerkes said: “The exact arrange- 
ment was as follows: The settlement was 
based on a advance of 6 per cent in wages, 
and provided that the new men shouid 
be retained. The places that have 
been left vacant would de filled 
by the old men, but these va 
cant places must be filled by 
old men dividing them among them. The 
vacant places would only be sufficient to give 
three-fifths of the old men work at one ume, 
consequently men who had been making full 
time would only in wages be uble to make 
three-fifths time with 6 per cent increase on 
the time made. The sew men were placed at 
other barns separate from the old men. 
These barns required 200 mento run them, 
and we have 201 new men. They were sent 
to Kroger street and the limits. The rest of 
the barns required 337 men to run them, and 
588 old men are detailed for that work. The 
time is impartially distributed amongst the 
oid men. This means that those who were 
making $16 now make $10.17. The commit- 
tee did not dare to put the facts before 
the men at their meeting yesterday. 
They announced an increase in pay, 
that all the old men. wo 
be taken back that the running time would 
be changed to suit them.

A conference between the Executive Com- 
mittee of the association ana Mr. Yerkes 
was talkea of by the men as being necessary 
to adjust these differences, but Mr. Yerkes, 
it is said, refused to see any one trom the 
strikers.

“He 
has accused me of all manner of disobedi- 
ence, and has said that I have been drunk 
while on duty. In saying this he tells what 
he must know to be a deliberate and wiliful 
faisebood. During my long connection with 
the company I always strove to protect its 
interests.“ :

‘NON-UNION sSTRERT-CAR EMPLOYES 
BEATEN BY A MOR. 


Six Conductors and Drivers on thr: Garfield 
Avenue Line Wounded by the Strikers 
and Their Sympathizers—A Riot That 
Grew Out of the Sunday Agreement— 
No Police on Hand to Suppress the Dis- 
turbance—List of the Injured. 


The first serious encounter between the 
North Side street-car men and the new em- 
ployés occurred at about 7:30 o’clock yester- 
day morning on Garfield near Osgood avenue. 
At 6o’clock all the old men—eighty-five in 
number—reported for duty. Superintendent 
Threedy was present. A few moments later 
a car was sent out manned by new men. No 
attention was paid to the old conductors and 
drivers, who looked on for awhile awaiting 
orders. At length they asked Mr. Threedy 
what was required of them. They were told 
that in accordance with Sunday’s agreement 
the new men were to have charge at this 
barn, and that the old men must hereafter 
consider themselves as extras.” This prac- 
tically meant a loss of position, and the men 
angrily teft the barn. They walked down 
the street, muttering threateningly, many 
stopping in the saloons near Osgood avenue, 

The news of this arrangement for the old 
employés spread like wildfire, and in a short 
time several hundred excited men, women, 
and children were gathered in the vicinity. 

| THE CARS MAKE TRIPS. 

The trip down town was made without in- 
cident. On the return passage, however, ob- 
structions were encountered. On Centre 
street between Haisted and Larrabee streets 
a number of things had been placed on the 
track. The street at that point is being 
curbed and immense blocks of stone had 
been dumped on the tracks. It took only a 
few minutesto remove them. On Garfield 
avenue a short distance from Osgood avenue 
some planks, stakes, and stones had also 
been dumped on the track, but these, too, 
were quickly removed. : 

THE ATTACK. 

By the time the cars had returned to the 
barns the crowd that had assembled in the 
vicinity was nearly wild. When the first 
two cars reached Osgood avenue brickbats 
and stones were thrown at them. Hundreds 
of voices were shouting, cursing the new 
men and threatening vengeance. As the 
third car drew near adozen men jumped on 
the front and rear platforms. Boys grabbed 
the horses and the car was stopped. The 
strikers pounded the driver and conductor, 
struck them with their fists, kicked them, 
jerked them off the car, and otherwise 
abused them. The next two cars were also 
stopped, and their conductors and drivers 
were subjected to the same 1ll-treatment. A 
wild scene ensued. The enraged strikers 
were like mad men. Ories of Murder!’ 
“Help!” “ Police!’ rose above the shouts of 
the mob. The non-union men ran for their 
lives. Blood streamed from their faces, their 
clothes were torn. They rushed into the 
barns as soon as they could get away from 
the infuriated mob, 

POLICE ASSISTANCE CALLED. 

A police call was at once turned in, and the 
entire available force of the Larrabee Street 
Station was sent to the scene of the riot. 
The Haisted Street Station also sent a force 
of hfteen men, and twenty-five men were 
sent from the Chicago Avenue Station. All 
was quiet when these forces arrived. 

Six men had been injured—four badly, and 
one seriously, These last were im ately 
taken up-stairs into the hay loft, w their 
ta igen 
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head cut by a brick; Driver 
head, nose, and mouth cut by some blunt 


body with bricks; Conductor C. N 
knocked down with a club and beaten N 
the face, hip, and back; Conductor : 
Leahy, kicked in the face. 

No arrests were made at 
riot.

So Con- 
gress, in 1867 or 1868, was induced to place a tar- 
iff of, I think, s per ton upon the importation 
of steel rails. In a short time steel rails came 
down to $58 per ton, and they are selling today 
for $31 wo per ton, and they have been even 
less. The tariff now eis 7 on steel rails. The 
Mills bill proposes to reduce it to 611. it is the 
opinion of men who understand these things that 
with that tariff England can undersell us $2.50 

r top, and, carrying that argument to its 

egitimate conclusion, and you take the tariff off 
and let them come in free, ana as sensible men 
you can see that the steel rail industry would be 
closed and the furnace fires would go out, and 
the smoke would cease to ascend from their 
chimneys, and the men engaged in that industry 
would be driven out to seek other flelds of em- 
ployment. If necessary to close them up, En- 
land would sell at a sacrifice until they were 

roken down and were again driven out and 
their furnace fires gone out, and when they 
had done this do you . that you would be 
buying steel rails at $50, $31, or 832, as we are to- 
day? ot at all.

Judge Thurman was to have 
come in on his special train, with 
the Thurman Club of his home, the 
Duckworths of Cincinnati, the Rosecrans 
Bandana, and delegations from numerous 
ward clubs acting as his escort, just behind 
the first regular train from Cincinnati, due 
here at10a.m.

When the train finally came Judge Thur- 
man was seated in state m a landau drawn 
by eight white horses and driven by ex- 
County Treasurer E. B. Amsden, who is 
better known as the leader of the mob who 
attacked a train-load of negro immigrants 
at this city in 1876 for the alleged 
reason that the Republicans were bringing 
them here from the South to vote the Re- 
publican ticket. Judge Thurman was driven 
to the residence of John Beggs, where he 
met A. E. Stevenson, Gov. Gray, Gen. M. A. 
Manson, Senator Voorhees, Gen. J. C. Black 
C. C. Matson, and, last but not ey Davi 
S. Gooding. Judge Thurman was followed to 
the house by just as many Democrats as 
could walk in thes between the buildings 
and the surrounding houses. The others 
stood massed for blocks, yelling all the time 
for a speech. Finally Judge Thurman came 
out and made them a brief speech that set a 

recedent which the crowd insisted should 

followed by all the others before they 
should eat their dinner. 

After dinner the whole party were driven 
out to the fair ground, where about forty 
steers had been slaughtered to make an Old 
Roman holiday, and whose remains had been 
spread out on long tables, where the meat, 
which had been cooked several days before 
and got a little hard, was softened under the 
gentle influence of the drizzling rain, in sym- 
pathy with the 3,000 loaves of bread which 
pore itcompany. The rain reaily improved 
the condition of the bread, whe ther it did 
that of the meat or not. 

Judge Thurman and Gov. Gray had a hard 
time to get to the stand assigned to them, 
which at one time started to break down un- 
der the weight of those who crowded on it, 
scaring Judge Thurman, who remarked to a 
bystander that he had had ail the experience 
he wanted with breaking stands. 

Thurman’s speech was brief, his condition 
and the weather making it impossible for 
him to talk longer. He spoke principally on 
the tariff, paid a giowing tribute to President 
Cleveland, and pleased his Shelby County 
audience by a reference to the late Thomas 
A. Hendricks as his dearly beloved friend. 

He was followed by Gov. Gray, who spoke 
on the tariff,and who received a flattering re- 
ception, though not such as Thurman re- 
ceived. The other speakers above named 
addressed overflow meetings in another 
part of the ounds, the burden of 
their speeches being what the Democrats 
had done for the soldiérs and what they 
would do for the laboring man if only con- 
tinued in power. Tonight a torchlight pro- 
cession was given, but it was not imposing 
for various reasons.

CHINESE MUST KEEP OUT, 


Judge Sawyer Affirms the Constituti 
ity of the Exclusion Act. 
San Francisco, Cal.. Oct. 15.—Judge Saw- 
yer announced his decision in the United 
States Circuit Court today in two cases un- 
der the Chinese Exclusion act. The court 
holds that the act is constitutional and that 
its provisions apply to the Chinese now in 
in port on shipboard, to those on the way 
from China, and to those still in China, It is 
estimated that this decision will affect about 
33.000 Chinese, as there are over 30,000 return 
certificates still outstanding, and it is 
lieved that there are now about 3,000 Chin 
men in their native country who had 
lived here before the restriction act was 
ged, and who, before the of the 
xclusion bill, would have been entitled to 
reénter this country under the claim of 
being prior residents.“ About 600 Chinese 
have arrived in this port since the approval 
ot the Exclusion bill, and about 700 others 
are now on the way from China.

marine. A few vessel-owners have taken this 
form of insurance in Crosby & Mucdonald’s com- 
panies. They now stan ready to take all 
risks as offered, although the business is 
not of sufficient proportions to give as good rates 
as it is hoped may be named later on. Thus far 
the premium on Al vessels is from 11 to i per 
cent. As in ordinary insurance on hulls on that 
class of vessels the policy is written with the 5 
per cent average clause, which shuts out the 
numberiess petty claims that would be made 
withoutsuch limitation. The collision liability 
policy covers all collisions in which the insured 
vessel is at fault, whether in lake or harbor. 
Under the usual lake policies vessels are 
insured only against the damage they 
may themselves receive in collisions. 
The owners have’ no protection against 
the loss their vessel may cause to the other 
craft. By maritime law this liability is limited 
to the value of the boat doing the damage, and it is 
quite common for owners to settle for collisions 
by 22 their vessels to the aggrieved

PALMER'S BARGAIN AND SALE. 

According to an uncontradicted report 
which appears in nearly all the Chicago 
newspapers John M. Palmer, Democratic 
candidate for Governor, has made a bargain 
with the Railway Employés’ Poutical Club to 
appoint a practical railroad man on the 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission in con- 
sideration of the support of certain engineers 
and firemen who are said to have offered their 
votes on these terms. If true this isan as- 
tounding state of affairs and calls for careful 
consideration by the public. 

Why should the engineers and firemen or 
any other railroad employés demand repre- 
sentation on the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners? What peculiar 
class interest haye they which can be fos- 
tered or protected in this manner? Has the 
Railroad Commission any jurisdiction over 
the wages or the hours of labor of railroad 
employés? Not the slightest. Has it any- 
thing to do with fixing the damages avhich 
railroad employés or their families can secure 
for persona! injuries or deatn as the case 
may be? Nothing whatever. Can any case 
be mentioned where the action or non-action 
of the Railroad and Warehouse Commission 
has affected in any way the interests of rail- 
road empioyés? Not one. What, then, is 
the purpose of this demand for special class 
representation in a case where it would seem 
that no class interests are concerned?! 

The Railroad Commission of Illinois is a 
body established pursuant to the require- 
ment of the Constitution that the Legisia- 
ture shall provide means to correct abuses 
and prevent discrimination and extortion in 
the rates of freight and passenger tarifts.’’ 
That is the whole purpose and function of 
the commission. In what respect, then, is 
the work of this commission of particular im- 
portance to the footboard men in the employ 
of the railroads? Plainly the commission 
was established for the protection of ship- 
pers and the traveling public—the farmers, 
merchants, drovers, manufacturers, coal- 
miners, etc. These are the classes vitally 
iuterested in securing reasonable and just 
railroad rates, as they furnish the freight 
and most of the travel. If classes are to be 
represented on the commission the farmers 
and grain-dealers would certainly come tirst. 
The drovers and dealers in live stock 
would surely be entitled to a rep 
resentative. The merchants could not be 
left without representation for their 


| great interest. The manufacturers also con- 


stitute an immense interest. The coal mine 
interest makes shipments in this State 
amounting to the enormous total of over 
13,000,000 tons annually, and it would certain- 
ly be entitled to a Commissioner if ihe places 
are to be parceled out to placate special in- 
terests. There are dozens of other interests 
and classes in the State that have more con- 


cern about the reasonabieness of railroad 
rates than the footboard men in the employ 
of the railroad companies can possibly have. 


There are only three Commissioners, and if 


the offices are to be bargained away to 
classes for votes how can Palmer make them 


go round? 

Since the Railroad 2 Warehouse Com- 
mission has nothing whatever to do 
with the wages or grievances of rail 
road employés, it would seem that this 
class can be demanding representation only 
for.some extra legal purpose. Is it intended 
to force up freight rates on the general pup- 
lic in the belief that the railroads can be 
compelled to divide with the enginemen and 
stokers the extra and excessive profit ex- 
torted from the farmers, merchants, manu- 
facwrers, coal mine operators, and dealers in 
grain and live stock? Or is it part of the 
program to threaten the railroads with sav- 
age official rulings on rates in case they re- 
fuse to come to terms as to wages and other 
matters that may be in dispute between them 
and their employés? 

Plainiy, it is only through some such abuse 
of power and by going outside of its lawful 
functions that the commission can bleed the 
carriers or the public in the supposed inter- 
est of the enginemen and stokers. If the 
commission is to be made up on 
the principle of class representation 
and the Commissionerships sold for votes 
the peopie who actually pay the railroad 
freights and who ship grain, live stock, mer- 
chandise, coal, etc., may be expected to have 
something to say. These classes have great 
interests that are directly under the juris- 
diction of the commission, while the engine 
drivers and stokers have none unless they 


‘think Commissioners appointed by Palmer 


pursuant to his bargain would exceed their 
powers and oppress either the railroads or 
the public, or both, to secure an extra legal 
advantage for the footboara men.

He came quietly enough—as quietly as the 
spies whom the children of Israel sent up into 
the Promised Land. But while they reported

as given, Dunneil reported at headquarters 
that this Canaan, fair and happy, was a 
splendid fieid for missionary toil. The walls 
of our Republican Jericho were already 
tumbling. We must lose the districts now 
represented by Gest, Post, and Baker. All 
were doubtful excevt 
Lawier’s, which would go Democratic by 
6,000. The opposition to Cleveland could 
reckon with certainty only on the Fifth and 
Sixth.

This much mischief has Dunnell done Har- 
rison in one short fortnight, and it is yet 
three weeks to election-day. He may putin 
that time in re tg Michigan and Indiana, 
and giving them hing blows. He may 
rob Harrison of his native State of Ohio, or 
envy us the land of Penn and capture that. 
We are.powerless. If Dunnell will have it 
so it must be, but there is a hope among 
Republicans that he will let at least two or 
three States vote for Harrison— Vermont and 
Kansas, for instance. They would all aie of 
mortification if Cleveland and Dunnell be- 
tween them were to goose-egg their candi- 
date. * 


THE NEWARK ELECTION A REPUBLICAN 
VICTORY. 

The Democratic and mugwump papers at 
the East and West have been crowing might- 
ily over the local election held in Newark, 
N. J., last week. They have heralded it asa 
sweeping Republican defeat, making Demo- 
cratic success in the State certain beyond all 
question. They have also asserted with 
much apparent joy that it showed that the 
protection issue of the Presidential campaign 
had had no influence in one of the most 
purely manufacturing cities of the country. 

A look at the facts and the figures shows 
that if the Democrats find anything to en- 
courage them in this election they are ready 
to put up with a poor and cheap article of 
consoiation. There was no Mayor to be 
chosen this year and no city ticket. The 
people had only to vote for an Alderman in 
each of the fifteen wards, for two mem- 
bers of the Boards of Tax and Water Com- 
missioners, for two Trustees of the City 
Home, and for members of the Board of Ed- 
ucauon. The charter provides that a voter 
shall cast a ballot for but one member of 
these Tax, Water, ana City Home Boards, 
the intention being that each party shall be 
sure of representation there. Over these 
there was no contest, for the Republicans 
could not elect more than one, unless they 
had more than twice as many votes as their 
opponents. The sole contest was over Alder- 
men. The Repubiicans were at a disadvan- 
tage, as five of the outgoing men were elect- 
ed by them two years ago from Democratic 
wards which under ordinary circumstances 
they have no hope of carrying. Neverthe-

So it appears that the Republicans carried 
the city on the only thing where there was 
any contest, while last year thé Democratic 
Mayor was elected by 1,305. 

As for the tariff question, it was not in 
issue at all. As in all Aldermanic fights, it 
was a series of personal strifes. One man 
ran ahead because he had been lucky enough 
to please his constituents with lampposts and 
sewers, and another because he had made a 
judicious use of patronage. In the heavy 
Democratic wards, where the Republicans 
could not win, they made no effort to get out 
their forces for a hopeless conflict. Had they 
polled their full vote their majority in the 
city would have been much larger than it 
actually was. But they had nothing to fight 
for, and turned out only in wards where they 
had hopes. 

The only side issue was the High License 
law, which was sustained by the Supreme 
Court, much to the surprise of the Democrats. 
by it the saloon license is fixed at $1,000 cash 
down. Inability to raise that much money 
drove about 1,400 dealers out of the business. 
They naturally felt sore and angry, and they 
did the best they could to hurt the Republic- 
an Aldermen and tosecure the return of men 
whom they could rely on to let down the 
dars as much as possible and to nullify the 
law as far as they dared. Yet, curiously 
enough, in the Thirteenth Ward, which is al- 
most exclusively German and which the 
Democrats, owing to this high-license stir, 
boasted they would carry by at least a thou- 
sand, the Republicans were fifty-nine ahead. 
Evidently the German saloonkeepers who 
were abie to pay the high tax did not object 
to the freezing out of their superfluous com- 
petitors, and the imbibers felt but little in- 
terest in the fellows who are now forced to 
work for a living. 

This result in Newark makes it plain that 
the Republicans will carry the city for Har- 
rison next month on National issues by a 
handsome majority. New Jersey niay not go 
for Harrison—it never did go Republican at a 
Presidential election—but the Newark Alder- 
manic election doesn’t prove or forecast a 
victory for Cleveland. 


THE MACKENZIE-BERGMANN WAR. 

The Mackenzie pamphlet has callei out a 
shoal of criticism from German, French, ana 
English medical authorities, but immediate 
interest centres in the reply of Prof. von 
Bergmann, the surgeon who is the princi- 
pal target for Mackenzie’s shots. It must 
be acknowledged that in his interview he 
crowds Dr. Mackenzie to the wall. The post- 
mortem examination of Drs. Virchow and 
Waldemeyer, of which the former now gives 
for the first time a direct and succinct ac- 
count, produces indubitable testimony to the 
fact that Dr. Mackenzie made a wrong diag- 
nosis of the case. Dr. Mackenzie defends 
himself by saying the conclusion that the 
disease was malignant cancer had been 
reached on insufficient grounds without a 
rigid microscopical examination of the 
growth, and that when Dr. Virchow made 
such an examination it failed to show such a 
malignancy in the growth as would have jus 
tined the removal of the larynx; but Dr. Vir-

tracheotomy. 

So much for the medical aspects of the 
case, The weight of testimony seems to 
establish beyond all question that the Ger- 
man doctors were mght in their diagnosis 
from the start and that Dr. Mackenzie was 
wrong. The question then arises, Did Dr. 


| Mackenzie err from lack of skill or did he 


make a false diagnosis with apolitical pur- 
pose in view? The case was in his hands, 
Had he agreed with the German doctors and 
pronounced the disease cancer what would 
have been the result! The Emperor would 
have been disburred from the succés- 
sion to the throne and his English 
wife would have lost all the rights 
and advantages which would accrue 
to her upon the death of her husband. The 
son would have supplanted the father. The 
future of his mother would have been preju- 
diced. As one English authority says: He 
took the track by which whysicians before 
have saved lives, family honor, and family 
property, and saved imperial pride. The 
German doctors were in league otherwise, 
and he trumped them.” This view of the 
case, in any event, is the only one which is 
likely to excite popular interest, It is well 
enough known that the dead Emperor’s pol- 
icy was distasteful to his son, to Bismarck, 
and to the Nauonalistio party, and they have 
not hesitated to throw aspersions of various 
kinds upon him as a visionary dreamer who 
would have been likely to upset the German 
imperial system. If the German doctors had 
been absolute in the case they would have 
prevented him from ever reaching the throne 
by a deciaration of the nature of the disease. 
Even if they had removed the larynx tue re- 
lief would only have been temporary. The 
son would dave deen regent in the 
place of the speechless Emperor until 
his death. Dr. Mackenzie thwarted them 
all. The succession was maintained intact 
and the English Empress has come into her 
rights. Behind this quarrel of the doctors, 
not one of whom probably was competent to 
heai the disease, lies this dark family secret 
in which Dr. Mackenzie apparently has 
played s leading part. Some day it must 
come to the light. Meanwhile Sir Morell 
Mackenzie lost the Emporor at last; but he 
saved his English wife.

They Hammer the Market and Bring About 
® Decline of Five Cents.
